REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an electrode or method for 
making an electrode wherein an electrode housing contains a bed of carbonized 
charcoal powder which Is compressed with a moveable piston in contact with the 
charcoal, which piston compresses the charcoal powder to reduce the resistivity of the 
powder to less than about 1 ohm-cm. At least one electrical contact is in contact with 
the compacted powder to conduct electrical current flow into and out of the charcoal 
powder and a porous wall In contact with the charcoal powder allows liquid or gaseous 
electrolyte to flow to and from the compressed powder.
